could cease plunging their heads 
into the almost boiling water 
for moisture. The heat was 
surely intense when the water 
was so hot ap te cause steam to 
rise above it.” 

The loss of $3,000,000 wor th 
of lumber, mill property an 
millions of dollars worth o 
timber is nothing as compares 
with the terrible loss of life. 

‘farmers were hemmed in or 
all sides and all that bravery 

which man possessed was sum: 
med up, when they saw the 
swift flames sweep down upor 
them, destroying their proper ty, 
their stock and then cer tain 
destruction for themselves, 
Tho greater part of the settlerg 
in vhe district held land in the 
clearing, with forests on al] 
sides and death was certain. 

Bears, wildeats, deer, moose 
and all species of animal that 
the country contains fled to the 
waterfront and there remained 
with no thought of hostility op 
danger, 

The fire swept south an 
burned farmers to a crisp before 
they even had thought of 
danger or escape. Pitt, a town 
in Minnesota was burned to 9 
cinder and not a vestage of thg 
town remained,
